





At the moment, technology as a mode of perception is still very limited, it serves mainly 
as a reductionist force, defining and describing the environment in terms of utility and 
basic purposes. 

With this project we are trying to illustrate that the transformative aspect of technology 
could provide a means of seeing beyond the concrete, that technology can be used to 
poetically reveal new aspects of our environment. 

In this case we have taken 'air' as an object of technological revelation, the silo 
represents a particular measure of air; this is our starting point. Air itself is laden 
with data and information, invisible to us yet present everywhere. We have proposed a 
device which makes the invisible visible, by transforming airborne data into a pocket of 
active space, located inside the cylinder of calibrated air. Two spaces coexist, one static 
and measurable, the other dynamic and beyond present conceptions of measurement. 

This device supports a dialogue between elements derived from the different logics of 
each space. The confrontation of a fictitious physics of virtual space and the actual 
physics of the space we occupy. The machine is a physical shadow of an invisible form, a 
shadow cast by the imaginary physics of another space. 
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
